NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 111

*** SAFETY COMES FIRST ON EVERY FIRE, EVERY TIME ***

CURRENT SITUATION: Lightning across much of the West sparked numerous
starts in the Eastern Great Basin, Northwest, Northern Rockies and Rocky
Mountain Areas. A Type 1 Incident Management Team was committed in
Southern California and a Type 1l Incident Management Team was committed
in the Northwest. The mobilization of resources through NICC increased.

Northwest Large Fires:

JEFFERSON, Deschutes NF. A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Porter) is
assigned. The fire is being suppressed under Unified Command with the
Warm Springs Agency, BIA. The fire has burned a total of 3,300 acres on
the Warm Springs, BIA, which include plantations and commercial timber.

KIGER, Burns District, BLM. This fire is burning in brush, grass and
scattered pine 1.5 miles southeast of Diamond, OR. Most resources from
other large fires on the District have been reassigned to this fire.
Private land and structures in the area are threatened.

BOGUS CREEK, Vale District, BLM. This fire is burning in grass and sage
brush 20 miles north of Rome, OR. Current threats are to cattle, winter
range and a ranch. The approaching cold front and large perimeter of the
fire are current concerns.

TALLOW TAIL, Umatilla NF. A Type Il Incident Management Team (Lukens) was
ordered last night and will assume suppression responsibility this
morning. The fire is on the edge of the Wenaha-Tucannon Wilderness 22
miles southwest of Pomeroy, WA. The fire area is characterized by grassy
ridgetops and steep canyons with scattered pine.

PEANUT LAKE, Burns District, BLM. The fire is burning in dense juniper
approximately 20 miles west of Burns Junction, OR.

One fire is in a confinement suppression strategy totalling 740 acres.

This fire is threatening structures 12
miles northwest of Grantsville, UT. A chemical plant was evacuated. No
other information available.

SILVER CREEK, Utah State. This fire is located 4 miles southwest of
Wanship, UT. Structures are threatened and a Girl Scout Camp was
evacuated. No other information available.

CAMP FLOYD, Utah State. This fire is threatening a fireworks plant and
multi-million dollar wheat fields 3 miles southwest of Fairfield, UT.

Three fires are in a confinement suppression strategy totalling 3,214
acres.

Southern California Large Fires:

BOREL, Sequoia NF. A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Dague) is assigned.
The fire is threatening the community of Keysville, CA. Advisory
evacuation orders have been issued. The fire currently has a three mile
head, burning within a mile of archeological sites and recreational areas.

STUMPFIELD, Madera-Mariposa Ranger Unit, California State. This fire is
burning 2 miles southeast of Mariposa, CA. Extreme rates of spread
through heavy fuels were observed yesterday. Current threats include
subdivisions in the area. Six structures have been destroyed.

PIONEER, San Bernardino Ranger Unit, California State. This fire is
burning in the Little Morongo Canyon, east of Morongo Valley. Containment
is expected this morning.

BARRETT, San Diego Ranger Unit, California State. This fire is located
north of Barrett Junction, CA. Good progress was made toward containment
objectives.

CASTLE COMPLEX, Sequoia Kings Canyon NP. This complex consists of the
CASTLE and HOSPITAL 2 fires. Fire behavior and weather will be monitored
on the Castle fire as i1t approaches natural barriers. No other
information available.

All residents were allowed to
return to their homes last evening.

OUTLOOK:

A RED FLAG WARNING 1S POSTED FOR A DRY AND WINDY COLD FRONT
IN SOUTHWEST OREGON, MUCH OF SOUTHERN IDAHO AND SOUTHWEST WYOMING.

A FIRE WEATHER WATCH 1S POSTED IN MONTANA EAST OF THE
CONTINENTAL DIVIDE FOR DRY THUNDERSTORMS, STRONG WINDS AND LOW HUMIDITY.

A FIRE WEATHER WATCH IS POSTED IN SOUTH CENTRAL AND
NORTHEAST WYOMING FOR STRONG WINDS, HOT TEMPERATURES AND LOW HUMIDITY.

A strong upper level low will move into the Pacific Northwest with an
associated surface cold front pushing through southest Oregon, ldaho,
northwest Nevada and western Montana. The front will be mainly dry in
southeast Oregon and southern ldaho. Northern Idaho will have scattered
showers and thunderstorms. Southeast ldaho, western Wyoming, Montana,
Arizona and New Mexico will have widely scattered thunderstorms. The
Pacific Northwest across ldaho, Montana, Wyoming, northern California,
northern Nevada and northern Utah will be windy with southwest to
northwest winds. Temperatures will turn much cooler behind the front with
highs in the 70"s and 80"s across the northern tier of the West. The
remainder of the West will have highs ranging from the 80"s to near 100,



and up to 115 in the desert Southwest.
